WASHINGTON (API - The Carter 
administratio n is co nsidering a new 
v ariatio n o f a rejected 3-cent per 
gallo n tax o n gaso line to replace its 
pro po sal fo r a standby 5-cent tax killed 
in Co ngress two weeks ago . 
‘We hav e no t co mpletely co me to 
grips with the best way to deal with it,” 
an administratio n so u rce said Mo nday 
night. ‘‘Bu t we’re co nsidering so me 
fo rm o f the Ro stenko wski 3-center’ 
that failed the first time — getting that 
re-intro du ced.” 
The so u rce said the administratio n 
has no t decided what new v ariatio n o f 
the 3-cent tax to pro po se. The tax was 
su ggested o riginally by Rep. Dan 
Ro stenko wski, D-Ill., as a measu re to 
co nserv e gaso line and finance mass 
transit and energy research. 
Carter’s standby tax was rejected 27 
to 10 by the Ho u se Way s and Means 
Co mmittee o n Ju ne 9. It wo u ld hav e 
added 5 cents a gallo n to the present 4- 
cent federal gaso line tax each y ear the 
natio n failed to reach the President’s 
co nserv atio n go als. 
Carter pro po sed rebating the tax 
rev enu e to energy sav ers. 
As an alternativ e, Ro stenko wski, a 
member o f the Ho u se Way s and Means 
Co mmittee, su ggested the 3-cent tax 
increase, effectiv e in Janu ary . “ We 
really didn’t get do wn to ho w to 
distribu te the rev enu e,” Ro stenko wski 
recalls, bu t so me co ngressmen said 
so me o f the mo ney sho u ld be u sed fo r 
pu blic transpo rtatio n.

Begin said his first official act would 
be to grant asylum to 66 Vietnamese 
refugees rescued last Wednesday by 
an Israeli freighter in the South China 
Sea. Several countries have refused to 
take them, and Begin said their plight 
reminded him of unsuccessful at­ 
tempts by Jews to flee from Nazi 
Germany. 
“We remember that tragedy of our 
people, and therefore we understand 
the bitter plight of the refugee,” said 
Begin.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Carter 
administration is considering a new 
variation of a rejected 3-cent per 
gallon tax on gasoline to replace its 
proposal for a standby 5-cent tax killed 
in Congress two weeks ago. 
“We have not completely come to 
grips with the best way to deal with it,” 
an administration source said Monday 
night. “But we’re considering some 
form of the ‘Rostenkowski 3-center’ 
that failed the first time — getting that 
re-introduced.” 
The source said the administration 
has not decided what new variation of 
the 3-cent tax to propose. The tax was 
suggested originally by Rep. Dan 
Rostenkowski, D-Ill., as a measure to 
conserve gasoline and finance mass 
transit and energy research. 
Carter’s standby tax was rejected 27 
to IO by the House Ways and Means 
Committee on June 9. It would have 
added 5 cents a gallon to the present 4- 
cent federal gasoline tax each year the 
nation failed to reach the President’s 
conservation goals. 
Carter proposed rebating the tax 
revenue to energy savers. 
As an alternative, Rostenkowski, a 
member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, suggested the 3-cent tax 
increase, effective in January. “We 
really didn’t get down to how to 
distribute the revenue,” Rostenkowski 
recalls, but some congressmen said 
some of the money should be used for 
public transportation.

NEW YORK (AP) - With Alaskan 
oil finally headed toward the lower 48 
states, here is a brief question-and- 
answer primer on the situation:

WASHINGTON (AP) - A proposed 
mid-summer ban on saccharin will be 
delayed while the Food and Drug 
Administration evaluates a new 
Canadian study linking the artificial 
sweetener to bladder cancer in men. 
The FDA cited evidence linking 
saccharin to bladder cancer in 
laboratory rats last March 9, when it 
announced plans for prohibiting the 
marketing of the sugar sustitute as a 
food additive by July or August. 
The agency’s decision was based on 
an earlier Canadian study showing 
that large amounts of saccharin 
caused bladder cancer in laboratory 
rats.

A copy of the first map of the land of 
Pickaway County, bearing the owners’ 
names, came into the possession of 
Mrs. Ray Davis, Montclair Ave., 
Circleville. Only one original map 
exists in the country and may be found, 
as it was by Mrs. Davis almost 15 
years ago, in the Ohio Historical 
Library. Copies of the map, entitled 
"Wheeler’s Comprehensive Map of 
Pickaway County,” were not per­ 
mitted until recently and only two 
were made. 
Mrs. Davis first began her search for 
the unique map after discovering the 
existence of a small book entitled 
“Brief History of Pickaway County to 
Accompany Wheeler’s Map.” The 
booklet, or rather the copy of it, was 
acquired from the Library of 
Congress, though they had no copy of 
the accompanying map. The small

the 
November 1962 issue of the Pickaway 
Quarterly, and was the first attempt at 
a history of Pickaway County. Com­ 
piled according to township, it con­ 
tained facts as to population, en­ 
vironment, soil composition, annual 
crop production, and shops in each 
village, which coincide with the 
detailed plots on the map. 
Wheeler’s map shows in great detail 
the sections of land owned by various 
county residents in 1844, and was done 
for Felix Renick, president of the 
Logan Historical Society, which was 
founded at that time and was the first 
Historical Society founded in the state.

What Is Charm ? 


~ By'PHYLLIS BATTELLE 
iN£.w' YURK. — Webster’s New 
Collegiate defines “charm” as a trait 
that fascinates, allures or delights. 
Rex Harrison defines it as an “x- 
factor-of which the person who has it 
must remain unaware. 
“ Charm is nebulous,” Harrison 
said. “It may be a mannerism; it may 
be a voice; it may be the movement of 
a hand. 
“But whatever it is that makes a 
person charming, it needs to remain a 
mystery, particularly to the charmer, 
herself. Or himself. Because once the 
charmer is aware of a mannerism or 
characteristic that others find charm­ 
ing, it ceases to be a mannerism and 
becomes an affectation. And good 
Lord, there is nothing less charming 
than affectations!” 
“In other words,” I asked, “one 
cannot work at being charming?” 
“No, never.” Rex was adamant. “It 
is an outgrowth - a by-product of a 
sensitivity toward other people. You 
can only work at opening your mind 
and heart to other people. That’s the 
most important requisite, I believe: a 
hard-to-define sensitivity in a person 
which I guess you 
might call 
‘awareness.’ 
“This ‘awareness’ is intelligence, 
but I don’t mean book-learned in­ 
telligence; rather a sort of worldly 


knowledge that encompasses common 
sense, sophistication, understanding 
and a constant interest in what’s going 
on. Particularly what’s going on in the 
mind of the person you’re talking to.” 
“I have known people,” Harrison 
recalled, “whose eyes looked straight 
beyond me, completely vacuous. Made 
me feel like a worm with stunted 
growth. 
“On the other hand, there are 
people, particularly women, I find, 
whose eyes have everything. Warmth, 
sympathy, softness. These are the eyes 
that makes men king sized.” Such eyes 
may be harder to find in this transition 
phase of women attempt to equalize 
their roles in society.

NEW YORK (AP) - The con­ 
tinuation of good economic news from 
the Washington statistics factory is 
putting some stock market analysts in 
a decidely sanguine mood. 
Whether investors will follow their 
advice is another matter, to be sure, 
especially since margin debt on the 
New York Stock Exchange rose to a 
record-high level of $9.07 billion in 
May. 
Still, the gradual fading of the 
somber mood that had gripped many 
an independent analyst for the past 
year or more is like a damp fog lifting. 
A few rays of sunshine are penetrating 
now, and it might warm things up. 
If statistics can be believed, the 
news has been quite good. 
Personal income in May rose six- 
tenths of I per cent; the prime rate was 
cut to 6.5 per cent by a major bank; 
retail sales rose to an annual rate of 
$60 billion in May; industrial output 
soared 1.1 per cent. 
And more; housing starts have 
surprised almost everyone, and now 
even the doubters are realizing that a 
two-million unit year is possible; the 
jobless rate is down to 6.9 per cent; the 
wholesale price rise is slowing. 
Perhaps more important than any of 
these is what is perceived to be the 
attitude of the Federal Reserve Board, 
or specifically, the attitude of Arthur 
F. Bums, its chairman. 
No analyst of stock market behavior 
could possibly ignore the views of 
Burns because it is he more than any 


other man who dictates monetary 
policy — the supply of money, the level 
of interest rates and the like. 
Great fears existed throughout the 
economy that Buras would view the 
present expansion as potentially 
dangerous, that is inflationary, and 
begin to squeeze on the money supply 
spigot.

BOSTON (AP) — Orange juice 
commercials may not be for Anita 
Bryant any more. Arthur Fiedler and 
Dorothy Hamill may soon become the 
new symbols of the sunshine drink. 
Sunday night, after he stepped down 
from the conductor’s podium at the 
Boston Pops, Fiedler said he has 
filmed some commercials for Florida 
orange juice. 


The Florida Citrus Commission has 
become worried that Miss Bryant’s 
anti-gay campaign has hurt her ef­ 
fectiveness as the orange juice queen. 
It is conducting a marketing survey 
to find out if she should be asked to 
leave her $100,000-a-year job. In the 
meantime, the commission has made 
backup commercials with Fiedler and 
Miss Hamill. 


Douglas Hoffer, the department’s 
marketing director, said the survey 
will measure whether consumers have 
come to identify Miss Bryant more 
with the homosexual issue than with 
oranges. 
The affable, white-haired conductor 
said he was promoting orange juice 
and nothing else, an apparent 
reference to Miss Bryant’s in­ 
volvement in the campaign against a 
Florida homosexual rights law.

A married couple, both 31, came to 
my office recently to discuss an in­ 
timate problem. They had been my 
patients for a long time and thought 
that I could help clarify their problem. 
For years they had been wanting to 
have a child and had exhausted almost 
every possibility. 
Both had been 
thoroughly studied in an effort to track 
down the reason for their infertility. It 
was discovered that it was the 
husband’s sperm weakness that made 
pregnancy impossible. 


Their next resource was to adopt a 
baby. This is becoming progressively 
more difficult. Widespread use of 
contraceptives has been responsible 
for a nationwide shortage of adoptable 
children. 
The only alternative left to them was 
to consider artificial insemination. By 
this method a healthy, sperm-active 
male donor, a man who permanently 
remains unidentified, donates his 
sperm. The sperm is placed in the 
vaginal canal of the woman when her 
body is most receptive to fertilization. 


By coincidence, two of my readers 
from different parts of the country 
inquired about this possibility for 
pregnancy. I hope that this discussion 
will be helpful to them, too. 
It seems that artificial insemination 
would be a simple solution. Yet it is 


fraught 
with 
a 
great 
many 
psychological, ethical, legal and 
perhaps even religious implications. 
For people who are considering this 
procedure, every one of these avenues 
must be carefully evaluated, to be 
certain that there ^vill be no reactions 
later that might interfere with the 
happiness of the family. 
It is imperative that an in-depth 
discussion with a psychiatrist or 
psychologist, and a religious advisor, 
be made so as to inspect all the 
potential forces that enter into such a 
complex decision. If all these factors 
are clearly understood in advance, 
artificial insemination can be an ex­ 
cellent way to bring happiness to those 
who might otherwise be deprived of 
the joy of having a family.

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) — Melanie 
Dee Flynn, the 24-year-old sister of 
New York Mets’ infielder Doug Flynn, 
who mysteriously vanished early this 
year is now a resident of Daytona 
Beach, Fla., Lexington Metro Police 
Detective John Bizzack said Sunday, 
and her missing persons case has been 
closed. 
Miss Flynn, who was a secretary at 
the Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association, vanished Jan. 26 after 
informing her mother that she had a 
5:30 p.m. doctor’s appointment. She 
didn’t show up at .the doctor’s office 
and left no word concerning her future 
plans. 
The disappearance of the daughter 
of former Kentucky state Sen. Bobby 
Flynn triggered a flurry of stories 
speculating that foul play may have 
been involved. 
The missing woman’s car was found 
parked in the lot of a large apartment 
complex on Lexington’s north side 
shortly after her disappearance. 
Bizzack issued a statement Sunday 
night which said that “findings during 
the week of June 13,1977 in the missing 
persons investigation concerning 
Melanie Flynn” had led him to con­ 
sider the case “closed.” 
“Flynn was identified by several 
witnesses as being in Daytona Beach 
during a period that extends from 
March to June of 1977,” Bizzack’s 
statement continued. 
“Facts learned through the in­ 
vestigation allowed detectives to 
identify Flynn through photographs, 
personal belongings, activities and 
associations with certain witnesses,” 
the statement said. 
“The possibility of foul play as being 
a part of her disappearance has been 
eliminated and due to that elimination 
the investigation has ceased,” Bizzack 
said.

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Central Cities Look To Suburbs For Money

Central cities are turning in­ 
creasingly to special taxes and fees 
designed to recapture revenue from 
commuters who have moved out of 
town, but still use the city for work or 
entertainment. 
Many cities, once wealthy, face a 
tough financial future which is not 
made any easier as middle-income 
families and businesses move to 
outlying suburban communities. 
The flight fromthe cities began in 
the 1950s, but has become more acute 
in recent years as some cities began to 
suffer a decline in population for the 
first time. 
However, some states do not allow 
cities to levy extra taxes on 
nonresidents, forcing communities to 
nickle-and-dime their way toward a 
balanced 
budget 
with 
special 
nonresident library and parking fees. 
“People are leaving Little Rock and 
moving to the outskirts,” says city 
Finance Director Jack Murphy. “Not 
only does Little Rock lose its tax base, 
but it’s got to renew the core city in 
some way.” 
“We don’t have a city sales tax or 
earning tax, so this creates a financial 
problem,” he says. 
Among those who can tax their 
suburban neighbors, the favored 
weapon is the wage tax. It is wielded 
by cities with problems as different as 
Birmingham, Ala., St. Louis and New 
York. 
Most cities with wage taxes, for 
example Philadelphia, tax subur­ 
banites working downtown at the same 
rate as city residents. The New York 
City commuter tax, however, is a flat 
one-quarter of I per cent of income 
while the city income tax on residents 
ranges from four times as much to 14 
times as much. 
Some cities — Nashville and Kansas 
City, for example — solve their

to what it can tax. It cannot levy in­ 
come or sales taxes on nonresidents.” 
On the other hand, Wisconsin has a 
progressive tax equalization formula 
that aids the city. 
Because influence in the state 
legislatures has been swinging from 
the cities to the suburbs, many other 
metropolitan areas are not so for­ 
tunate as Milwaukee in seeking help in 
the Statehouse.

When St. Louis levied a I per cent tax 
on earnings, it added $44 million to city 
coffers in 1976. Officials say the funds 
are needed to reduce the disparity of 
wealth between the city and its 
suburbs. 
“It’s not just that the people have 
fled to the suburbs. The businesses 
have gone, too, leaving the city with 
tougher problems and a reduced tax 
base with which to face them,” says 
city comptroller Raymond Percich. 
Suburbanization problems are 
spreading to the wide open spaces of 
Idaho and Utah, according to officials 
there. 
“Our property owners for the most 
part are required to foot the bill for 
city services for all the people, 
whether they live in the city or out­ 
side,” said Salt Lake City finance chief 
Jennings Phillips. 
“Police and fire protection, health, 


water, traffic control are all paid by 
property owners, not visitors,” he 
says. “There was a time when the city 
was compensated, before the advent of 
suburban malls. We used to get sales 
tax. Now we get very little because the 
big retailers in Salt Lake have bran­ 
ches in the mall.” 
Phillips says Salt Lake City officials 
may ask the Utah Legislature to allow 
a commuter tax. 
In Idaho, officials say subur­ 
banization woes may spread with the 
eroding of downtown business districts 
that bolster city finances. In Pocatello, 
two large plants recently located 
outside the city to take advantage of 
lower property tax rates. 
Two cities with a variety of ways of 
regaining suburban tax dollars are 
Birmingham and Kansas City. 
Birmingham has suffered from 
white flight to 30 surrounding subur­ 
ban communities since the 1960s. 
Mayor David Vann says subur­ 
banites make heavy use of such city 
facilities as the zoo, the airport and the 
civic center. As a result, the city levies 
a I per cent tax on wages earned in 
Birmingham by both residents' and 
nonresidents, gains funds from a I per 
cent city sales tax, and charges $5 to 
$10 extra for library privileges. 


Kansas City, Mo., aside from an­ 
nexing liberally, used a I per cent tax 
on earnings to pry tax dollars from 
suburbanites who work in the city. It 
also has a tax on businesses located 
outside the city based on the volume of 
their business within the city. 
Many urban experts believe the best 
way to solve city financial problems 
would be to merge the central cities 
with their suburbs, or to allow the 
cities to annex the outlying com­ 
munities. Neither is likely to happen 
frequently in the current political 
climate, though an aide to the mayor 
Moon 
Landrieu says 
suburban 
resistence to a regional approach in 
the New Orleans area “is definitely 
breaking down.” 
In St. 
Louis, 
where the 
city 
population of 500,000 is one-tenth the 
county’s, comptroller Percich says, 
“One solution that has been considered 
in the past is the merger of the city and 
the county. 
“But the political climate is not right 
for that now. The people in the county 
can’t see buying into the problems of 
the city. And, the flight of whites has 
left the blacks with considerable 
political clout in the city. I don’t think 
they would go along with a move that 
would dilute it.”

One of these, Garden State, was low 
enough in acid “ to possibly permit 
growth” of Clostridium botulinusm, 
the organism that causes botulism. 
However, officials said, Garden State 
tomatoes, introduced in 1945, are not 
commercially available now. 
Three other varieties — Ace, Ace 55 
VF and Cal Ace — are low in acid. 
They were developed for commercial 
growers who produce tomatoes for the 
fresh market and should not be used 
for home canning. 
“ The scientists found no other ripe, 
normal tomatoes with acid levels in 
the range that would permit growth of 
C. Botulism,” the department said.

The Agriculture Department said 
Monday a two-year study of more than 
350 tomato varieties showed the fruit 
normally contains enough natural acid 
to prevent the growth of bacteria 
which causes botulism. 
But the department said home 
canners can easily add citric acid or 
lemon juice to their tomatoes as fur­ 
ther insurance against botulism. 
The study to assess the safety of 
home-canned tomatoes was conducted 
by 
USDA’s 
Eastern 
Regional 
Research Center, Wyndmoor, Pa., 
after questions were raised several 
years ago about the possibility of 
botulism resulting from so-called “low 
acid” tomatoes canned at home. 
Officials said the tests “show that 
there has been no consist change in 
tomato acidity of varieties introduced 
over the last 25 years,” although four 
varieties are low in acid and should not 
be used for home canning. 
One of these, Garden State, was low 
enough in acid “to possibly permit 
growth” of Clostridium botulinusm, 
the organism that causes botulism. 
However, officials said, Garden State 
tomatoes, introduced in 1945, are not 
commercially available now. 
Three other varieties — Ace, Ace 55 
VF and Cal Ace — are low in acid. 
They were developed for commercial 
growers who produce tomatoes for the 
fresh market and should not be used 
for home canning. 
“The scientists found no other ripe, 
normal tomatoes with acid levels in 
the range that would permit growth of 
C. Botulism,” the department said. 
The research, led by Dr. Gerald M. 
Sapers of the USDA’s Agricultural 
Research Service, showed that one- 
fourth teaspoon of citric acid or one 
tablespoon of bottled lemon juice in 
each pint will increase tomato acidity 
and produce no off flavors. 
Vinegar is not as effective as citric 
acid or lemon juice and causes an off 
flavor in canned tomatoes, the 
scientists found.

Ginger said doctors are encouraged 
to report cases of gross negligence, 
incompetence or possible malpractice 
among colleagues. 
“Enforcement is the last option,” 
Ginger said. He said the medical 
association hopes to solve the matter 
internally, and only requests the aid of 
the state medical board when the 
situation requires a legal in­ 
vestigation.

Judy Rankin, who last year became 
the first woman golfer to pass the 
$100,000 mark in single season tour­ 
nament earnings, will be in Columbus 
in mid-July (13-17) to defend her 
Borden Classic Crown in the 1977, 
$80,000 edition of the tournament. The 
announcement was made by Tour­ 
nam ent General Chairman Billy 
Amicon. 
Mrs. Rankin, husband Yippie 
(Walter) and son Tuey have become 
fixtures at Riviera Country Club and 
the tournament in recent years. Her 
54-hole score, 68-70-67-205 last year was 
the lowest in the 12-year history of 
Columbus LPGA tournaments. 
“We expect to have practically all of 
our former champions back this 
year,” noted Amicon, “Susie (Max­ 
well) Berning is pregnant, but does 
plan to play in the U.S. Open the week 
after our tournament, so we hope she’ll 
be here.” 


The popularity amongst the tour 
players of the Borden Classic and 
promoter Amicon and staff is a well 
documented fact. The playing field for 
last year’s tournament — 102 pros and 
6 amateurs — was the seventh largest 
tour event of the year. Virtually 
everyone of the top money winners 
(only two of the foreign players and 
two American stars) were in the 4th 
edition of the Borden Classic, as were 
winners of 26 of the 31 tour events 
played. 
Not every LPGA tournament has 
had the drawing power of the Borden 
Classic. “No one would expect all of 
the pros to play in all of the events, but 
we’ve had great success in drawing 
players,” notes Amicon in talking 
about the event that he has seen 
through tougher times. Even last year 
when the Borden Classic was the week 
after a tough, weather-plagued U.S. 
Open. 


“Some other tournaments, like the 
Lady Keystone in Harrisburg, Pa., 
have not enjoyed our same success. 
That so many girls come to Columbus 
is a tribute to our Buckeye Golf 
Association — men and women — 
volunteers, our golf course, and the 
golf fans in Central Ohio.” 
Borden’s is also a big reason for the 
tournament’s success. Since taking 
over as sponsor in 1972, the purse for 
the tournament has grown from $30,000 
to this year’s $80,000. Judy Rankin’s 
$10,000 first prize last year was only 
$500 less than the entire field received 
in the inaugural Columbus ladies golf 
event in 1965. 
All phases of the tournament reflect 
the growth of the Borden Classic. Pro- 
Am Chairman Phil Campisi had to 
turn down many who wanted to be part 
of the 200 amateur pro-am field. “Each 
year more and more players hear how 
much fun a round of golf with the 
ladies is and try to enter,” says 
Campisi. “This is one tournament 
where player attrition from year-to- 


year is practically zero.”

"accident of geography” determines 
whether your gas or electricity will be 
turned off for nonpayment of utility 
bills, in the view of Ohio’s Consumer 
Counsel William A. Spratley. 
"There is no consistency across Ohio 
today in how gas and electricity 
companies deal with delinquent ac­ 
counts," said Spratley, disclosing the 
results of a survey of 14 utility com­ 
panies. 
Consistency is sometimes lacking in 
committee 
attendance 
at 
the 
St&tehouse also, Spratley found last 
week, when he showed up for a hearing 
on a bill to establish a uniform utility 
policy for termination of service. 
The bill, offered by the consumer 
counsel’s office and sponsored by Hep. 
I^eslie Brown, D-29 Columbus, was 
scheduled for a subcommittee hearing 
and the Spratley counsel had an expert 
witness, ready to testify. There were 
also some 70 members of the public in 
the audience. 
Trouble 
was, 
subcommittee 
chairwoman Hep. Irene B. Smart. D-59 
Canton, couldn’t raise a quorum for 
the meeting. It had been a hectic day, 
and besides the Democrats were 
playing the 
Republicans 
in an 
exhibition softball game that night. 
The subcommittee will try again 
Wednesday night. 
Spratley’s survey of 14 Ohio gas and 
electric companies revealed that all of 
them attempt to make personal con­ 
tact with a customer when power is 
going to be discontinued. But only one 


utility surveyed, Columbia Gas of 
Ohio, has a policy requiring an in­ 
vestigation of any disputes over billing 
before service is stopped. 
Two companies, Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric, and Dayton 
Power and Ught, will not shut off 
service if a member of the affected 
household has a serious illness. Others 
had no formal policy to deal with such 
a situation, Spratley said. 
Half of the companies have extended 
payment plans for those having 
trouble paying their bills, and 13 of the 
14 reported extended plans were in 
effect during the record cold winter of 
1976-77. 
Widespread shutoffs were averted 
during the winter when utilities in­ 
formally agreed to honor Gov. James 
A. Rhodes’ demand for a moratorium. 
But utilities reverted to their 
previous policies on April 1. Spratley 
provides the following sample of 
spring shutoffs: East Ohio, 12,418; 
Columbia, 10,518; Cincinnati Gas and 
Electric, 5,886; West Ohio, 943, and 
Ohio Gas, 206 
All of this, Spratley believes, points 
out the need for a consistent statewide 
policy mandating a series of steps, 
including notification of a customer of 
his rights, before service is halted. 
"Gas and electricity are a necessity 
of life today,*’ said the 30-year-old 
advocate who is authorized to in­ 
tervene on behalf of residential rate­ 
payers in utility regulatory matters. 
"It is time utility companies realized 
this and designed policies that have the 


best interests of their customers in 
mind," he added. “ We’re going to 
meet their main issue, that it would 
cost utilities an arm and a leg.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An 
“accident of geography” determines 
whether your gas or electricity will be 
turned off for nonpayment of utility 
bills, in the view of Ohio’s Consumer 
Counsel William A. Spratley. 
“There is no consistency across Ohio 
today in how gas and electricity 
companies deal with delinquent ac­ 
counts,” said Spratley, disclosing the 
results of a survey of 14 utility com­ 
panies. 
Consistency is sometimes lacking in 
committee 
attendance 
at 
the 
Statehouse also, Spratley found last 
week, when he showed up for a hearing 
on a bill to establish a uniform utility 
policy for termination of service. 
The bill, offered by the consumer 
counsel’s office and sponsored by Rep. 
Leslie Brown, D-29 Columbus, was 
scheduled for a subcommittee hearing 
and the Spratley counsel had an expert 
witness, ready to testify. There were 
also some 70 members of the public in 
the audience. 
Trouble 
was, 
subcommittee 
chairwoman Rep. Irene B. Smart, D-59 
Canton, couldn’t raise a quorum for 
the meeting. It had been a hectic day, 
and besides the Democrats were 
playing the Republicans in an 
exhibition softball game that night. 
The subcommittee will try again 
Wednesday night. 
Spratley’s survey of 14 Ohio gas and 
electric companies revealed that all of 
them attempt to make personal con­ 
tact with a customer when power is 
going to be discontinued. But only one 


utility surveyed, Columbia Gas of 
Ohio, has a policy requiring an in­ 
vestigation of any disputes over billing 
before service is stopped. 
Two companies, Columbus and 
Southern Ohio Electric, and Dayton 
Power and Light, will not shut off 
service if a member of the affected 
household has a serious illness. Others 
had no formal policy to deal with such 
a situation, Spratley said. 
Half of the companies have extended 
payment plans for those having 
trouble paying their bills, and 13 of the 
14 reported extended plans were in 
effect during the record cold winter of 
1976-77. 
Widespread shutoffs were averted 
during the winter when utilities in­ 
formally agreed to honor Gov. James 
A. Rhodes’ demand for a moratorium. 
But utilities reverted to their 
previous policies on April I. Spratley 
provides the following sample of 
spring shutoffs: East Ohio, 12,418; 
Columbia, 10,518; Cincinnati Gas and 
Electric, 5,886; West Ohio, 943, and 
Ohio Gas, 206. - 
All of this, Spratley believes, points 
out the need for a consistent statewide 
policy mandating a series of steps, 
including notification of a customer of 
his rights, before service is halted. 
“Gas and electricity are a necessity 
of life today/’ said the 30-year-old 
advocate who is authorized to in­ 
tervene on behalf of residential rate­ 
payers in utility regulatory matters. 
“It is time utility companies realized 
this and designed policies that have the 


best interests of their customers in 
mind,” he added. “We’re going to 
meet their main issue, that it would 
cost utilities an arm and a leg.” 


Claim Kiritsis 
M odel Prisoner 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Anthony 
Kiritsis, who held an Indianapolis 
businessman hostage for 63 hours last 
February, is described by his jailers as 
a “model prisoner.” 
“Tony is very passive and very 
friendly,” said Marion County Jail 
Commander Larry Koch. “ He’s 
something of a peacemaker. I wish we 
had more like him.” 
Kiritsis, who’s awaiting trial on 
kidnaping, armed robbery and armed 
extortion charges stemming from the 
abduction of mortgage company 
executive Richard Hall, spends most 
of his time poring over legal texts and 
outlining a defense. He is still looking 
for a lawyer. 
Marion County Superior Court Judge 
Michael Dugan said if Kiritsis has not 
hired an attorney by July 27 he will 
appoint one and order Kiritsis to pay 
him.

A g Center Faces 
Financial Crisis 


COLUMBUS, Ohiu (A P) — The 
mammoth 
agricultural 
research 
center at Wooster is suffering a budget 
crunch, part of a nationwide problem 
its director says may lead to lower 
yields and higher prices at the market. 
“ We just aren’t getting the level of 
appropriations we’ve needed to keep 
up," said Roy M. Kottman, director of 
,he Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center. 
After a heyday during and after 
World War II, agricultural research 
las gone into a slow decline, according 
to Clive Donoho Jr., the center’s 
associate 
director. 
He 
says 
agricultural research is underfunded 
nationally and this cuts into the basic 
research on which nuts-and-bolts 
production depends. 
The men blame much of the problem 
on state and federal support, together 
composing 83 per cent of the center 
budget. “Federal support just hasn’t 
kept up with inflation," Kottman said. 
State and federal funding have each 
increased by 50 per cent since 1972, 
while research costs have escalated 
between 60 to 75 per cent. 
Kottman said it’s difficult to reduce 
on-going research to save money 
because any research project—for 
instance, an improved crop variety or 
a better way to control insects— could 
result in higher yields and lower 
operating costs for farmers. 
To balance the budget, the center 
has not replaced retired employes or 
others who have left during the past 18 
months. Of 102 vacancies, 22 are 
faculty or research jobs and 80 are 


support jobs. 
Chances appear good for the center 
to get a substantial boost in its state 
support during the next two years. The 
center may get $18.9 million in state 
money, a 20 per cent raise over the 
previous biennium. 
Farm lobbyists shepherding the 
appropriation through the legislature 
think the center will do well if it gets 
the money. Even so, Donoho said half 
the vacancies could be filled with the 
funds. About $23 million would be 
needed to fill all the empty slots.

Budget Runs Into Problems 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
senators moved for a vote today on an 
$11.8 billion main appropriations act, 
amid signs that the once neat spending 
package could yet come undone. 
With problems already looming over 
a companion “language” bill that 
spells out how state dollars should be 
distributed, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
Democratic majority attacked the 
budget in its present form as “the 
height of folly.” 
As it is currently written, Sen. 
Robert D. Freeman, D-29 Canton, said 
Monday he “would find it difficult to 
support” because of a basic aid for­ 
mula, providing no increases in 1977-79 
for IO schools in his district. 
Meanwhile, House Democratic 
leaders called for a vote today on a 
separate $1.5 billion budget for the 
departments of transportation and 
highway safety. 


The transportation appropriation is 
handled as a separate item, due to the 
agency’s unique funding, a mix of 
federal matching funds, state money 
and revenue from highway use and 
gasoline taxes. 
Republicans will support the trans­ 
portation side of the bill, but fight for 
restoration of $7.2 million that 
Democrats trimmed from Gov. James 
A. Rhodes request for the department 
of highway safety. 
The department is caught in a 
political feud over Rhodes use of the 
Ohio Highway Patrol for nonhighway 
criminal investigations. 
Majority Democrats, backed by 
Auditor Thomas.E. Ferguson’s refusal 
to allow money for nonhighway patrol 
activities, have put the patrol on a 
tight budget. 


The Senate-approved language bill 
set for a hearing today in the House 
Finance Committee, would allow use 
of patrol criminal investigators but 
only when the purpose is approved by 
the State Controlling Board, a 
Democratic policy instrument, under 
its present make-up. 
The highway safety department won 
a round Monday in the Senate, when a 
bill that would have forced Ohioans to 
pay $5 every year to have their motor 
vehicles inspected lost in a stunning 21- 
7 vote. 
Although the inspection bill was 
sponsored by Asst. Senate Majority 
Leader M. Norris Jackson, D-21 
Cleveland, and supported by Majority 
Leader Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, its 
defeat was not seen as a setback for 
the leadership. 
The bill was not a policy matter with 
Democrats and was viewed as the 
product of lobbying of automobile 
dealers and garages who stood to 
benefit by repair work involved. 
State 
senators 
approved 
29-0 
legislation that would enable town­ 
ships to enact building codes, allowing 
residents to apply for the national flood 
insurance program. The bill, spon­ 
sored by Rep. Ronald L. Nabakowski, 
D-13 Iiorain, was sent to the House. 


Freeman’s complaint came after the 
Senate Finance Committee added 
nearly $60 million to the budget for 
primary and secondary education. His 
problem is with the state’s equal yield 
formula which funnels state dollars to 
school districts on the basis of local

property tax effort. 
Canton city schools and Massillon 
schools would get no basic aid increase 
under the plan. Neither would Toledo 
schools, unless a new levy is voted 
there today. 
“Based on these figures and noting 
the effect that inflation has had on 
schools in our district this year, and 
recognizing that a bill has p^sed the 
Senate which permits school employes 


to strike and bargain collectively,” 
Freeman said, “this present budget 
bill in my judgement, represents the 
height of folly.” 
Ocasek gave no indication he knew 
about Freeman’s threatened defection 
when asked about the status of the 
various budget bills. But his answer 
indicated all is not well. 
“I’m not panicked, at the moment,” 
he said.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
mammoth agricultural 
research 
center at Wooster is suffering a budget 
crunch, part of a nationwide problem 
its director says may lead to lower 
yields and higher prices at the market. 
“We just aren’t getting the level of 
appropriations we’ve needed to keep 
up,” said Roy M. Kottman, director of 
Ihe Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center. 
After a heyday during and after 
World War II, agricultural research 
las gone info a slow decline, according 
ta Clive Donoho Jr., the center’s 
associate 
director. 
He 
says 
agricultural research is underfunded 
nationally and this cuts into the basic 
research on which nuts-and-bolts 
production depends. 
The men blame much of the problem 
on state and federal support, together 
composing 83 per cent of the center 
budget. “Federal support just hasn’t 
kept up with inflation,” Kottman said. 
State and federal funding have each 
increased by 50 per cent since 1972, 
while research costs have escalated 
between 60 to 75 per cent. 
Kottman said ifs difficult to reduce 
on-going research to save money 
because any research project—for 
instance, an improved crop variety or 
a “better way to control insects— could 
result in higher yields and lower 
operating costs for farmers. 
To balance the budget, the center 
has not replaced retired employes or 
others who have left during the past 18 
months. Of 102 vacancies, 22 are 
faculty or research jobs and 80 are 


support jobs. 
Chances appear good for the center 
to get a substantial boost in its state 
support during the next two years. The 
center may get $18.9 million in state 
money, a 20 per cent raise over the 
previous biennium. 
Farm lobbyists shepherding the 
appropriation through the legislature 
think the center will do well if it gets 
the money. Even so, Donoho said half 
the vacancies could be filled with the 
funds. About $23 million would be 
needed to fill all the empty slots.
